Before that constitution only m en 
owning property could vote. It is 
Interesting to note that two Adam s 
Countians, Jam es 
M cSherry 
and 
Thaddeus Stevens, were prominent 
in 
the 
convention 
setting 
up

constitution. 
M cSherry 
pre­ 
sided several tim es at the conven­ 
tion. 
The 
two m en representing 
Adam s 
County 
waged 
a 
losing 
fight during the constitutional con­ 
vention to prevent descrim ination 
against Negroes. The wording of the 
law provided that all white m ales 
over 2! could vote. 
“Stevens and M cSherry fought 
to have that word ’w hite’ stricken 
from the proposed constitution but 
they lost. Stevens wa* alw ays for 
the free negro. 
Due I or New Constitution 
“ In 1873 we adopted a revised 
constitution, and this instrum ent 
has lasted the longest of any con­ 
stitution 
the Com m onwealth 
has 
had. But it 
has been am ended 
more than 66 times already and 
we are about due for a new con­ 
stitution.

w ealth. When we 5ay in 
Penn­ 
sylvania Week in 1952 that Penn­ 
sylvania defends freedom , we can 
say it truthfully.

from

Middle District bench while the 
House Judiciary Com m ittee was 
investigating his judicial conduct. 
Johnson wrote to the House com ­ 
m ittee shortly after hts resignation 
stating that he wished to waive his 
rights to his salary. He later in­ 
form ed the com m ittee that he was 
physically and m entally ill at the 
tim e he wrote the first letter and 
said he did not intend to relin­ 
quish his rights to his salary. 
Had Waived Pay 
After the U. S, Court of Claims 
dism issed a plea by Johnson to 
restore his salary rights he ap­ 
pealed to the Suprem e Court. The 
court of claim s had found that j 
Johnson s original w aiver of his 
pay had influenced the com m ittee 
in not recom m ending his im peach­ 
m ent. 
In yesterday’s six to one deci­ 
sion. Justice Black said he favored 
hearing Johnson's case. Chief Ju s­ 
tice Vmson and Justice Clark didn’t 
take part in considering the appeal.

attorney, 
Charles

giotti, of Pittsburgh, told reporters. 
“ I presum e that this ends the liti­ 
gation. unless after further study, 
we decide to petition (the Suprem e 
Court! to reconsider."
